As soon as the go-ahead signal had been 
given by President Bestor Nobinson, the 
new Committee on Conservation tent into 
acti n, starting from the somewhat ad-~ 
voneed point already reached in several 
meetings held since January. 

Committee menbership will be announced . 
as soon as additions from the Southern 
California and ffother Lode Chapters have 
been approved, It is hoped that sections 
of the committee can be active in Los An- 
geles and Sacramento, and consider in 
their meetings common agenda as well as 
local subjects, exchanging minutes vith 
all other sections in order to coordinate 
action. 

The principal items which have been con- 
sidered so far, together with their pres- 
ent status, are as follows: 

National Park Budget. Latest information 
Via Club Secretary Dick Leonard (vho has 
been conducting a strenuous telegrevhic 
campaign to obtain maximm restoration), 
indicates some $15,000,000 has been re- 
stored to the proposed appropriation, 

and will likely be approved by Congress, 


Proposed Butrno State Park, Years ago 

a possible total cost or 500,000 vould 
have discouraged anyone fro. even think- 
ing of purchase of a tract of land for a 
State Parks; but now, under the "matching 
funds" setup--which would call for a mere 
$250,000 from cutside sources==serious 
consideration can be given to the best 
means of raising that sum for Butano 
Forest acquisition. 

The Loma Prieta Chapter, through Frank 
Duveneck and Hermann Horn (the latter a 
member of the Conservation Cormittee), is 
busy gatherings maps of the region and 
exact information on the amount of land 
which should be saved, A cormittee 
from the San Mateo Chamber of Commerce 
is conducting studies on the proposed 
acquisition, and a group from the San 
Francisco area council on conservation,

The road naturally gets steeper as it 
‘ gets higher, and finally after climbing 
400 meters in about 12 kilometers, we: 
“reached Iliyanoshita, which is perched 
right on the brow of a cliff vhere the 
cliff turns into a comparatively steep 
hill, The streets wind around, following 
the contours, and are ofcourse ngrrow, and 
quaint and all that. The usual stores 
line the streéts, all hepring signs which 
Say in general:

But the main attraction of IMiyanoshita.- 
is the Hotel Fijiya, a really terrific 
resort hotel. It is now run as an Army 
rest camp. The hotel is fairly old and. 

‘built in a compromise Japanese-!/estern 
style, so it must have catered exclusive- 
ly to tourists, It has. a swinming pool, 
tennis courts, gardens, greenhouses, a 
dining room perched on the edge of nothing, 
‘and all the trimmings, 

We still wanted to travel further, 
to get to the other side of the pass and 
down to Lake Ashimo, 

The lake was one of those places that 
would have several million-dollar re- 
sorts back home. People were rorsming 
around, taking pictures, eating lunch, 
rowing about in boats, and visiting tho 
temples, There are two, near one of 
which is the site of the old toll station 
vhere the dairnyos used to check in and 
out on their yearly trek to the capital 
to pay tribute to the emperor or the 
shogun.
